18. (Twice Amended) A phytase-containing granulate prepared by a process comprising 
the steps of: 

(a) providing a solid farrier comprising at least about 15% (w/w) of an edible carbohydrate 
polymer; 

(b) providing an aqueoite liquid comprising a phytase at a concentration of at least 14,000 
FTU[/g] per gram of aqueous liquid ; and 

(c) mixing the said solid earner and said aqueous liquid to form a granulate. 

19. (Twice Amended) A granulate comprising dried granules formed from an aqueous 
liquid comprising a phytase at a concentration of at least 14,000 FTU[/g] per gram of aqueous 
solution and a solid carrier which compiles at least about 15% (w/w) of an edible carbohydrate 
polymer.
